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TOWN SEWERAGE. 


Remarks vf General [Irish Before 
the Board of County Commis- 
sioners on Saturday. 

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of 
the Board of County Commission- 
ere:—Understanding that I come 
before you to say something about 
sewer building, I shall confine my 
remarks to a history of the subject, 
give reasons for the use of sewers, 
and tell you in what manner and 
out ef what material they should 
be built, and this I do for the reason 
that you, as yet, have no plan of 
the needed sewers. But it is ex- 
pected that the result of your delib- 
erations shall be the adoption of 
the much-needed plan. 

You are passing through the 
same\ experience in this matter 


that all gommunities have passed 


before you; and it is fortunate that 
you can avail yourselves of the ex- 
perience gained by centuries of ob- 
servation, 

In ancient times, at first no at- 
tention was paid to the accumula- 


tions of filth in the vicinity of 
haman habitations; su frequent re- 
movals of the inhabitants were re- 
sorted to. At last came the adop- 
tion of cess-pools, sinks and pits. 
Open drains passing along and close 
to the fronts of dwellings served to 
convey a portion of the filth to the 
pite and cess-pools, but a large part 
of it stop on its way aud was 
left to rotinthe sun. Medical men 
were the first to observe the 
serious get to the herlth of pop- 
ulations living in such conditions 
and it wis, while such habits and 
conditions as I have described pre- 
vailed over the world, that pesti- 
lences stalked abroad, claiming 
their victims by hundreds of thous- 
ands. Whole cities were ravage 
and laiddesolate. Then it was that 
the services of the engineer were 
called into action to mend the mat- 
ter, and outof his efforts have come 
the present well-known effective 
plans for the carrying away and 
dis l of the sewerage of cities. 
fore I ieave this subject I de- 
sire to say that the conditions 
under whivh sewerage material 
breeds disease and death in unpro- 
tected cemmunities are as well 
known now as are ordinary busi- 
ness transactions. The man of 
science has penetrated the veil of 
obscurity, which so long euvelo 
it; has torn that veil aside and what 
was once known as a vis'tation of 
God is now kuown to be the work 
of a yirus or a class of viruses, each 
of which differs from all the others 
in its manner of action and other 
uliarities, producing specific 
iseases, and hence are called spe- 
cific blood poisons. 

It is found that all these viruses 
are comparatively harmless until 
they come into contact with sewage 

and decomposing sewage,and 

other vegetable and anima! matter. 
This is a well attested fact, not for 
@ moment disputed by intelligent 
medical men and m@n of science. 
In order to make this subject clear 
to you I will sketch the rise and 
progress of a cholera epidemic. The 
cholera is a mild disease incident to 
the climate of India, but for a long 
time it bas at times taken on the 
fearful form of a traveling pesti- 
lence, and has ravaged the known 
world, cluiming its victims by the 
hundreds of thousands. uis 
Napoleov, whatever may have been 
his failings, deserves the undimin- 
ished gratitude of the civilized 
or it was he who organized 

the famous cholera commission, 
with the duty of discover- 

ing rise, progress and cause of 
cholera epidemics — a commission 
to which was + A ona learned 
men from every European Govern- 
ment, to proceed to India and 
study cholera in ite home a'ong the 
es. Louis Napoleon alse pro 

the cholera quarantine. the 

object of which was to sbut it out 
of Europe, and which has been al- 
most a perfect success. It has al- 
ways evtered Eu: ope by ona of two

The commission discovered that 
the ordivarily harmless diseuse of 
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the year. They travel from water- 
ing place to watering place, and, 
making their camps about the 
drinking places, there leave their 
filth. he succeeding band ‘does 
the same. Thus the water becomes 
fearfully polluted, and the germs 
of a barmiless local disease are 
er ee into contact with this pol- 
lu drinking water, and under 
its feeding, vitalizing influence, 
it springs at once into a deadly ac- 
tivity, and daily marches on with 
its victimas. Research has gone so 
far as to discover the minute organ- 
ism, which doubtless is the cause 
of this dread disease, which, in for- 
mer times, has so fearfully rav- 
aged Europe and America. Of late 
— 80 car tea d staid and 

emmed in is it by the knowledge- 
gained throngb, Napoleon’s com- 
mission and the intelligent work 
of engiueers, that it now only vis- 
its that part of Europe where sew- 
ers are unknown and the people 
still depend upon prayers, charms 
and incantations, by which to drive 
off the fell destroyer. 

As it is with the cholera germ in 
contact with filth and garbage, so it 
is with the germs of ye” sot 
scarlet fever and diptheria. The 
must all have a such bed in whic 
to Sot a their deadly powers, 
and such an atmosphere to give 
them deathly wings as can only be 
found in the masees of putrifying 
sewage, and in rising columns of 
sewage gas. It is well known 
that all pestilential diseases can 
only exist in a mild form in pure 
air and conditions. Hence, the 
grave necessity of providing these 
conditions, which, secured, give 
security to the crowded populatioss 
of our towns and cities against the 
ravages of the dreadful pestilence. 

It becomes, therefore, your duty, 
gentlemen, to consider well how 
you will build your sewers. It will 
notdo to repeat a failing experi- 
menptand make use of a material 
which is known to be worthless, 
nor to adopt a plan which is known 
to be wrongin principle. You are 
not to build for to-morrow, nor for 
next week, nor next year, but for 
generations to come. Hence, you 
must plan well and build thoroughly 
The best material for the purpose is 
cast iron, but that is out of the 
question, owing to its cost. The 
pext best is salt glazed vitrified 

ipe, its cost being much less than 
ron, and is so ch ap as lo commend 
itin all cases. The next best, but 
more costly thau the vitrified pipe 
is brick, and, last, the poorest of all 
is wood. Wood is not fit for such 
@ purpose at ali, on account of its 
being 
duit of it tight, and to keep it so; 
and also because of its power to ab- 
sorb the sewage gases and fluids, 
and allowing them to out to” 
the air, and the same is true of 
brick. For this reason the last two 
are to be avoided, and for the fur- 
ther reason that they are the most 
perishable, requiring frequent re- 
newals; and, therefore, tuking all 
their disadvantages together they 
are the most costly. 

The experience now ts that the 
cneapest material, and at the same 
time the most lasting and impervi- 
ous to the fluids'and gases of sewage, 
is vitrified suit glazed pipe. 

The size ofthe pipes to be used 
depends upon twothings. One of 
these is the quantity to be carried, 
and the other the inclination or 
grade of the pipe which does the 
carrying. ‘These two elements be- 
ing given.it'ls easy to decide on the 
size of the pipe required to do the 
work. 

Now, asto quantity: Many es- 
timates have been made of this 
element in sewer construction, and 
the quantity per person has been 
found to vary between 32 gallons to 
212 gallons in 24 hou 
cubic feet to 26 cubic t in that 
time. The most reliable measure- 
ments ure 4 cubic feet for the least, 
to 12 cubic feet lor the greatest,and, 
taking an average value, we will! 
call it 8 cubic feet, or 56 galious per 
persou per 24 hours, 

It bae been the custom heretofore 
to make the sewers ofa city large 
enough to carry of the storm water 
as well as the sewage. This prac- 
tice bas beeu the cause of the costly 
systems of Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
aud otber systems east of 
here. You are not troubled by 
storm water; hence, you will need 
& system of much smaller pipes 
than are Used where the other sys- 
tem prevails; and I call your atten- 
tion to this ‘for the pur 
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impossible to make a con-| Ge

purpose of examining the pipes 
also water and grease traps and ven- 
tilation pipes. ' 

Great care should be exernised in 
locating the system of pipes for 
your town. I would recommend 
the laying of an intercepting sewer 
on the extreme east side of the 
town plot, which will be the lowest 
level of the system, which inter- 
cepting sewer can be led into the 
river at the greatest distance away 
frem the city property. Sbould 
you adopt the other plan of a sys- 
tem of parallel pipes runuing into 
the river independent of each other 
along the river front, you will soon 
render that part of the city untena- 
ble. In conclusion, I feel safe in 
saying that the experiment you 
have already made with wooden 
sewers forbids a continuance of it, 
as the last Winter’s epidemic of 
scarlet fever fully shows, I think 
that a system of vitrified pipes will 
be found the cheapest and best; 
and as you are building for the 
future you will confer a great bless- 
ing upon the coming generations 
by giving them the best, and there- 
fore a warrant of good health, al- 
ways to be found in a clean town. 

See how the last epidemic of 
cholera in Europe was confined al- 
together to that portion which has 
not as yet learned to build sewers. 
It was altogether confined to people 
of Latin descent, and by them car- 
ried to South America—another 
region of carelessness as to the laws 
of health, and it has forced its 
deadly way to the Pacific Coast in 
spite of quarantines along the 
frozen crests of the Andes. See 
what a wretched commentary its 
desolate path is upon human disre- 
gard of natural laws and bigoted ig- 
norance of the proper safeguards. 
Pestilential diseases cannot spread in 
the midat of cleanly communities, 
but find their victims in the midst 
of filth and squalor, and, with the 
power of a mighty Destroying 
Avgel, reach out far and wide from 
the centers which feed tbem and 
strike down a'l ages and conditions 
in one Common sweep.

Scientific Miscellany. 


A ruined city, hithertoentirely un- 
known, has n discovered in the 
province of Adana, Asia Minor. 


Prof. Bakhuyzen, of the Leiden ob- 
servatory, finda reason for believing 
that a part of the planetary surface 
of Mars is liquid. 


A German geographer and statis- 
tician, Dr. A. Fischer, estimates that 
an annual slaughter of 40,000 ele- 

bants is necessary to supply the 
vory exported from Africa. 


The first archeopteryx, the fossil 
remains of the oldest known bird, 
which seems to form the “‘connecting 
link’’ beween birds and reptiles, was 
discovered in the lithographic slate 
of Solenhofen in 1861. Another snec- 
imen recently found in the same 
locality, has been sold for $5,000 to 
the Berlin Museum. 


A remarkable variation has been 
observed in the stature of the inhab- 
itants of France. Ifa line be drawn 
diagonally across the country from 
Manche to Lyons the peuple to the 
northeast of the division have an av- 
erage height of 5 feet 6.6 inches, 
while those on the southwest side 
average only 5 feet 4.6 inches. 


Prouric Wreens.—A botanist has 
attempted to estimate the number 
of seeds found upon some of the most 
obnoxious weeds of this countrv. 
For shepherd’s purse he makes the 
number 37.500 per plant; dandelion, 
12,108; wild pepper grass, 18,400; 
wheat thief, 7,000; common thistle, 
65,367; camomile, 15,920; butter 
weed, 8.587; rag weed, 4,356; com- 
mon purslane, 388,800 ; common plan- 
tain, 42,200; burdock, 38,068. 

Qvua.itires or Woops.-Prof. Sargent 
finds that the strongest wood in the 
United States is the nutmeg hickory 
of the Arkansaw region, and that the 
weakest is the West Indian birch. 
The most elastic is the tamarack, 
the white or shellbark hickory being 
far below it. The least elastic and 
the lowest in specific gravity is the 
wood of the Ficus aurea. The high- 
est specitic gravity—upon which in 
general depends value as fuel—ia at- 
tained by the bluewood of Texas. 


How Coasts Have Formep.—In a 
paper on the history of the develop- 
ment of cgasts, a German geologist, 
Dr. Fischer, reaches the conclusion 
that where coasts have been formed 
by the erosive action of waves and 
streams, terraces and flat surfaces 
are the prevailing characteristics, 
with semicircular bays of small ra- 
dius on terraced coasts and large 
radius on flat coasts, Where other 
features exist, they are mainly attrib- 
uted to subterranean movements and 
comparatively recent ehanges in the 
level of the land, some modifying 
effects having of course been wrought 
by the sea.
